AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — Two 
military planes collided during 
maneuvers south of Augusta to­ 
day, and six airmen were re­ 
ported killed.

Mrs. Ann Walker, who lives 
near the crash scene, said the 
planes collided shortly after 
taking off from a temporaryair 
field. 
“ My aunt, Mrs. H. H. Me- 
Dermot, saw them collide and 
came running in the house,” 
Mrs. Walker said. “ They were 
about a mile away, and when I 
went out they were already 
down and burning. 
“ They were low when they 
collided, and my aunt said the

(AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, making a final 
appeal for votes in the North­ 
east, said today he will “ de­ 
clare a war on waste” through­ 
out government.

In making two stops in Dela­ 
ware, Johnson hoped to boost 
the election chances of Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Elbert N. Carvel 
who seeks the senate seat of 
Republican John J, Williams. It 
was Williams who was instru­ 
mental in winning adoption of a 
resolution that led to the Senate 
investigation of the activities of 
Bobby Baker, once one of John­ 
son’s close associates. 
The President Friday night 
wound up a final campaign tour 
of the Midwest with an appear­ 
ance before a roaring partisan 
crowd that filled Chicago Stadi­ 
um after a colorful “ torchlight 
parade” down West Madison 
Street-including the city’s skid 
row. 
Thousands turned out for the 
parade which featured Kleig 
lights, elaborate floats, bagpipe 
bands and even some flickering 
torches. 
The stadium crowd turned out 
by the Democratic organization % 
of Mayor Richard J. Daley In­ 
terrupted 
Johnson with ap­ 
plause — accompanied by ap­ 
propriate organ music — after 
virtually every sentence. 
Perhaps because of the per­ 
sistent 
interruptions, 
which 
seemed automatic, Johnson for 
the first time in the campaign 
stuck to his prepared text, offer­ 
ing none of the off-the-cuff ob­ 
servations that have become a 
hallmark of his campaign ap­ 
pearances. 
In Chicago, Johnson plugged 
for his anti-poverty program 
and reported that in 1960, as 
Senate democratic leader, he 
voted 96 per cent of the time for 
the foreign policy proposals of 
Republican president Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. He saidSen. Barry 
Goldwater voted against Eisen­ 
hower 76 per cent of the time. 
Earlier, at an airport rally in 
heavily-Republican 
Rockford, 
111., Johnson made a strong 
appeal for GOP votes and said: 
“ I do believe that good Re­ 
publicans want for their party 
tolerant leadership in the tradi­ 
tion of Lincoln, humane leader­ 
ship In the tradition of Hoover, 
experienced leadership in the 
tradition of Eisenhower. 
“ In the days to come, I be­ 
lieve that it is this responsible 
heritage of the Republican par­ 
ty that will emerge — to re­ 
group, reform and return to the 
principles of high patriotic 
responsibility that mark the 
Republican party’s history.” 
Johnson, in his Dover text, 
said “ I think more and more, 
that we will get the right an­ 
swers to most of the questions 
we face in this country if we 
declare a war on waste. 
The President said that “asa 
child, growing up In a land 
where almost everything was in 
short supply, I learned some 
habits of thrift that are deeply 
imbedded. 
“ I think government shouldn’t 
lose a minute doing what is wise 
and necessary; but it shouldn’t 
waste a cent doing anything 
that isn’t.” 
Johnson said that “an austere 
budget need not be and should 
not be a standstill budget.” He 
said that “ when vigorous prun­ 
ing of old programs and proce­ 
dures releases the funds to meet 
new challenges and opportuni­ 
ties, economy becomes the 
companion of progress.” 
The President, who rarely 
fails to mention the horror of 
war, concluded: 
“ I have called here for a war 
on waste. But the one, most 
awful waste of all, is war. Its 
price is life.

East Germans 
Tighten At 
Berlin Wall 


BERLIN (AP) — East Ger­ 
man authorities strengthened 
security along the Berlin Wall 
today, 
guarding against at­ 
tempts by East Berliners to 
escape in the confusion of the 
authorized visiting period for 
West Berliners. 
Five gaps have been opened 
temporarily in the wall for the 
14-day period during which West 
Berliners have been authorized 
to visit relatives in the Commu­ 
nist-ruled part of the city. 


Within three hours after the 
entry gates were opened today, 
about 
40,000 
persons were 
checked through by red border 
guards, ft was the second day 
of the visiting period, which 
extends until Nov. 12. 
At 
the 
Sandkrug 
Bridge 
Checkpoint, used both by pedes­ 
trians and motorists, a heavy 
East German army truck was 
posted next to the gap in the 
wall, its engine running. 
The truck apparently is to be 
driven into the gap in case of an 
escape attempt by car. 
The Communists were issuing 
wall passes under a recently 
‘signed West Berlin-East Ger­ 
man agreement, allowing four 
visiting periods in the next 12 
months. A second period will 
cover the Christmas-New Year 
holiday. 
The other two are 
scheduled for next year. 
Four holes in the wall are for 
those on foot or in cars. A fifth 
control point was Friedrich- 
strasse Station for those using 
the elevated railroad. 


Eight Teen-Agers 
Killed in Traffic 
Accident in Kansas 


WICHITA, Kan. (AP)—Eight 
persons died as a result of a 
two-car crash east of Wichita 
Friday night and a ninth vic­ 
tim was described as in very 
critical condition today. 


Six 15 - year -old Wichitans 
riding in the same car were 
killed outright. They were iden­ 
tified by the Highway Patrol as 
Diane Ralston, Craig Miller, 
Carolyn Hull, Lyle P. Moore, 
Jack Todd and Mary Newsom. 
Another passenger in their car, 
Carol Merrill, also a 15-year- 
old from Wichita, died about 
four hours later in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital here. 
The eighth passenger in the 
car, Dave Saxe, 17, of Wichita 
was in dangerous condition. 
Henry L. Kindred, 21, of Rose 
Hill, Kan., a passenger in the 
other car, also died early today

Copenlng, 18, of Wichita was in 
fair condition.

Gould who sp eaks from p er­ 
sonal ex p erience. 
The p lay er, he say s, will nev er 
rep lace the music teacher, but 
it dramatizes three p oints that 
are difficult for the teacher to 
imp ress on y oung students - the 
“ relationship between key and 
p itch” , visual sense of “ p lay ­ 
ing across the entire key board*’ 
and an understanding of “ the 
musical p hrases that make up 
a comp osition*’. 
But there is one imp ortant 
p oint Mr. Gould fails to men­ 
tion: The y oungsters had better 
have their innings with the new 
p iano before Daddy gets home. 
Then it’s going to be his turn 
and Mother’s and Grandma’s 
and Grandp a’s to act like kids 
and reliv e the dreams that ac­ 
tually “ making” music can con­ 
jure up . 
“ For,” as the 
p oet p rop h­ 
esied so long ago, “ The night 
shall be filled with music,/ 
And the cares, that infest the 
day ,/ Shall fold their tents, like 
the Arabs,/ And as silently 
steal away .**

GOVERNMENT SAVINGS ARE 
P06SIBLE 
Would it not be wonderful if 
all the ingenuity and effort that 
are brought to bear in concoc­ 
ting new schemes for sp ending 
American tax p ay ers’ money 
were used, instead, to develop 
way s and means of saving much 
of that money ? The r e s ul t s 
would Include a balanced federal 
budget y ear after y ear, a dwind­ 
ling national debt, a sound dol­ 
lar, and lower tax es. 
The 
idea that government 
sp ending must nev er go down, 
must alway s go up , is firmly 
imp lanted in the minds of many 
p eop le. But sp ending can be re­ 
duced. Let us ex amine some 


p ossibilities: 
1. The cost of farm sup p ort 
subsidies amount to ap p rox i­ 
mately a hundred dollars a y ear 
for ev ery family In America. In 
addition, they increase food and 
clothing costs. It may surp rise 
y ou to learn that farm sup p orts 
aid only about one-fourth of 
farm p roduction. Because of the 
artificially stimulated ov er­ 
p roduction, the sup p orted com­ 
modities are those in trouble. 
Non-sup p orted farm p roducts 
are doing very well. 
If the subsidies were stop p ed, 
the saving would make it p ossi­ 
ble for y our family ’s income tax 
to be reduced by at least twenty 
dollars a y ear—assuming y ou 
are in the very lowest tax 
bracket. 
The real farmer of this coun­ 
try would like to get government 
out of his hair, his barn, his 
books, and his fields, and send 
it back to Washington where it 
belongs, for they realize that 
they just can’t afford something 
for nothing. It costs too much! 
2. The cost of the foreign aid 
p rogram amounts to another one 
hundred dollars p er family . And 
a big p ush is being made by the 
giveaway advocates to sp end 
even more for this p urp ose. 
What is the necessity for for­ 
eign aid? To help the under­ 
develop ed countries get started, 
we are told. But that is not the 
a ns w e r . Jap an, a p rimitive 
country a century ago, became 
in a short time one of the world’s 
most p owerful nations—without 
foreign aid handouts from other 
governments. 
Our own United States—once 
an underdevelop ed c o un t r y — 
neither sought nor receiv ed for­ 
eign aid. During the nineteenth 
century , America obtained for­ 
eign cap ital — which is some­ 
thing quite different from for­ 
eign aid--by p roviding a p oliti­ 
cal climate attractiv e to p ri­ 
vate investment. Priv ate funds 
have alway s gone to under-de­ 
velop ed countries If a return 
commensurate with the risk 
were allowed. 
This should not be construed 
to mean that we are unconcerned 
about the hunger, disease, and 
misery of the under-develop ed 
nations of the world. On the 
contrary , if we are to help these 
less fortunate nations out of 
their p resent undesirable cir­ 
cumstances, then America must 
be kep t strong, morally and 
economically . 
3. Reducing the civilian p ay ­ 
roll of the federal government 
just ten p er cent would result 
in an annual savings of one and 
one-third billion dollars. Such 
a reduction would almost cer­ 
tainly result in a more efficient 
op eration, for at p resent thou­ 
sands of federal emp loy ees are 
busy at “ made work” that 
doesn’t need to be done at all. 
Here is what hap p ens in many 
cases. If a lazy or incomp etent 
emp loy ee is fired, he may de­ 
mand a Civil Serv ice hearing, 
and then if he chooses he can 
accuse his sup erv isor of “ dis­ 
crimination.” To avoid this, the 
sup erv isor simp ly asks for an 
additional emp loy ee and shifts 
the lazy or incomp etent one to 
a job where he can do as little 
harm as p ossible. 
Nearly any bureau of the fed­ 
eral government would be more 
efficient If Its p ersonnel could 
be reduced by ten to twenty p er 
cent. And the savings in tax 
funds would be substantial. 
There is no p oint in say ing, 
“ It can’t be done,” when sug­ 
gestions are made to stop the 
up ward sp iral of government 
sp ending. These are some sp e­ 
cific way s in which it can be 
done. There are many others. 
It would be well for y ou to in­ 
vestigate the whole subject for 
y ourself and learn all y ou can 
about it. If y ou don’t like the 
way y our money is being sp ent, 
then say so! You are a free 
American.

keep warm . . . Every where 
the lungs of city dwellers, which 
should be p ink inside, are black 
with dirt.” 
But the air tour that revealed 
the v astness of the p roblem,

disclosed that p ractical 
step s are being taken to con­ 
trol, if not to solve it com­ 
p letely . And more, much more 
will be done as countless others 
take to the air - to see what’s 
in 
it over their own com­ 
m u n ities.

Security risk Jenkins? — Col. 
Walter Jenkins was a member 
of the famous 9 9 9 9 th Air Force 
Reserv e squadron commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Barry Goldwater, 
which included various sen­ 
ators, congressmen, and ad­ 
ministrative assistants on Cap ­ 
itol Hill. The squadron not only 
took annual junkets abroad as 
alleged “ training flights” at 
the tax p ay ers’ ex p ense, but also 
scheduled meetings about once 
a week on Cap itol Hill. 
At these meetings classified 
information was discussed. At 
no time did Gen. Goldwater 
demur at Col. Jenkins attend­ 
ing these meetings, nor did 
he p rotest the very high rat­ 
ings given Jenkins — desp ite 
Gen. Goldwater’s current p ro­ 
tests that Jenkins was a dan­ 
gerous security risk. 
Who p aid for smear books? 
— The 
Rep ublican National 
Committee has been steadfast 
in its denials that it has had 
any connection with the smear 
books which have flooded the 
nation against President John­ 
son. However, the committee’s 
confidential vouchers for July 
show a $1,000 p ay ment to Frank 
Kluckhohn, who wrote two of 
the most scurrilous of the anti- 
Johnson books — “ The Inside 
On LBJ” and “ Ly ndon’s Leg­ 
acy .”

Christian crusade. 
Crime and morality —the chief 
GOP ex p ounder of morality and 
denouncer of crime in throw­ 
ing stones from a glass house. 
His home, Phoenix , has the 
fourth highest crime rate in 
the nation, and Barry ’ sp ent 
some y ears as a member of the 
city council. Crime p revention 
Is the resp onsibility oi cities 
—not the Federal govornnncit.

On Feb- 5, 1954, a Chinese 
citizen of Arizona, George K.

New York: •• This city is no 
stranger to Barry Goldwater. 
Paths through the “ rag* and 
“asp halt*’ jungles of the big 
town are no my stery lanes to 
him. 
For y ears he came to this 
v ast emp orium as a merchant 
and there are those who can 
vouch he is on first name stand» 
ing with many of its dramatis 
p ersonae including the labor 
leaders who count — and who 
now want to help President John» 
son take the state from him by 
two million, even three million 
v otes. 
Yet, candidate Goldwater in­ 
vaded the biggest labor town of 
all and did not lash out at 
the union leaders. Ha c i, as in 
hundreds of other sp eeches, he 
ignored them. Only once in his 
Monday night Madison Square 
Garden sp eech did he casually 
mention labor, though it has 
mounted its most massiv e of­ 
fensive in history against him. 
It is his p olicy to stand aloof 
from labor’s leadership . If the 
odds are wrong and he is elected 
p resident of the UJS., Barry 
Goldwater would continue to re­ 
main aloof from them. 
Should he become President, 
who then would be his account 
ex ecutive in charge of dealing 
with labor's leadership - mean­ 
ing who would be secretary of 
labor? Mr. Goldwater would not 
follow the p recedent set by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, who 
named the p lumbers* leader, 
the late Martin Durkin, to the 
p ost in an effort to conciliate 
labor.

"There’s Rosemary — that's 
for Remembrance; I pray you, 
love, remember . . . ” That's 
Shakespeare, and so it goes, 
almost down the whole list of 
poets and writers; everyona 
has a word to add to the magic 
of the little green leaves. 
Since almost everyone in the 
groups with whom I visit and 
talk on the subject of herbs 
says that their first problem Is 
how to start, let me make this 
suggestion; round up all those 
old tins of herbs and spices 
and start out with these six 
new ones: 
DiU Weed 
Sweet Marjoram 
Sweet Basil 
Thyme 
Rosemary 
Tarragon 
I presume that you will have 
sage—everyone has sage. It 
grows like a weed and you can 
dry your own, but be careful 
of it. Cosset the tarragon in 
your garden until it finds a 
place to be at home; this, too, 
will be a comfort to you. As a 
matter of fact, most herb cooks 
suggest that you have nine 
basic herbs 
on 
the pantry 
shelf; my six above, plus sage, 
tarragon and mint. 


DILL WEED 


Dili is a perennial and is 
probably in your garden any­ 
way if you have a fairly old 
house, and the chopped leaves 
(weed) may be used in prac­ 
tically all foods except des­ 
serts. It is marvelous in any 
potato dish; chopped and add­ 
ed to cream sauces; in salad 
dressings, and with eggs. Just 
try two teaspoons mixed with 
the eggs for an omelet, before 
cooking. 


SWEET MARJORAM 
This is another lovely peren­ 
nial, often used as a substitute 
for sage, and is one of the most 
useful of ail culinary season­ 
ings. Use it in sea-food soups, 
eggs, fish, meats, p o u l t r y , 
game, stews, practically any 
dish. One teaspoon in the water 
in which carrots, peas, spinach 
or zucchini is cooked trans­ 
forms the flavor completely 


SWEET BASIL 
Basil is an annual, often 
called the “tomato herb,” for 


y s f i 
it is an indispensable flavoring 
for use in any tomato dish. A 
medium-strong, accent herb, it 
is one of the basic “fines 
herbes” of the French. Use it 
in any tomato, egg or potato 
dish, or in salads and basil 
vinegar. Great with meats, too. 


THYME 
Thyme is a beautiful, low- 
growing perennial, one of the 
“middle” herbs; because it’s a 
fairly lusty flavor, you must 
use caution with it. It’s won­ 
derful with lamb, beef or veal, 
is perfect with gumbo creole 
soups, clam or fish chowders, 
b e a n s , eggplant, eggs, and 
sauces. It’s one of those beauti­ 
fully agreeable herbs that blend 
with almost any food, and the 
blossoms are lovely. 


ROSEMARY 
There are surely more tales 
about Rosemary than about any 


of die other herbs — It’s the 
great romantic, with a name I 
meaning “dew of the sea.” 
This, again, is one of the strong | 
ones; it must be used sparing­ 
ly, but when it’s used with dis­ 
cretion it is so wonderful that 
you’ll want to experiment with 
it again and again! 
One or two of the “needles” 
chopped fine will flavor amply 
a dish of peas, broccoli or spin­ 
ach to serve 4 people. It will 
remind you of sage and savory, 
is sharp, penetrating, and just 
a bit “piney.” Use it in meats, 
fish or poultry, in eggs and 
most vegetables, but be careful 
of it in salads. 
TARRAGON 
Tarragon is another gem of 
the perennial family; it doesn’t 
set seed, so you must always 
buy root cuttings. The narrow, 
spicy leaves are beautiful — al­ 
most a chartreuse green. This 
is a medium-strength herb, con­ 
sidered by a great many gour­ 
mets to be the one great salad 
herb. The flavor is reminiscent 
of anise, and has great light­ 
ness and delicacy. Use it in 


such rare treats as turtle soup 
and in any seafood or fish, 
e g g s , mushrooms, tomatoes 
salads, sauces, or in vinegar. 
Try a bit of it in tartare or 
Béarnaise sauce. 
Now, try some recipes such 
as that beautiful pizza at the 
bottom of the page.

CARE 
OF 
PIGS 
AFTER 
FARROWING 
The care of pigs from farrow­ 
ing to weaning can mean the 
difference between profit and 
loss. This is the 
m o s t critical 
time in the life of any pig. 
Weaning 
large 
litters 
of 
thrifty, heavyweight pigs is a 
key factor for a profitable swine 
herd. 
A large percentage of 
the death loss in baby pigs 
occurs during the first week 
after farrowing. 
(1) Help weak or chilled pigs 
to nurse. 
Pigs should receive 
colostrum milk soon 
after 
birth. 
They 
receive some 
immunity from their mother, 
through antibodies in the milk. 
The pig’s ability to absorb anti­ 
bodies from colostrum milk de­ 
creases rapidly after birth; thus 
it is important for pigs to nurse 
(2) Provide 
heat 
lamps or 
other 
supplemental 
heat for 
baby pigs 
when tem perature 
drops 
below 
65 
degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Use a 250-watt 
heat lamp over the protected 
area for the pigs. Suspend the 
heat lamp 24 in. above the bed­ 
ding and follow other rules for 
safe use of heat lamps. 
(3) When sows farrow within 
48 hours of each other, pigs 
can be changed to even up 
litters and to provide for orphan 
pigs. However, the pigs should 
be allowed to nurse, and runt 
pigs should be destroyed before 
extra pigs in a litter are trans­ 
ferred to another sow. Attempts 
to transfer pigs to a sow that 
has farrowed more than 3 or 
4 days beforehand are seldom 
successful, since teats that are 
not nursed dry up. 
Masking 
the body odor of the pigs by 
spraying 
the 
litter and the 
transferred pigs with a dis­ 
infectant 
may 
be helpful 
i» 
changing older pigs. 
(4) Clip the navel cord to 
within 1 to 2 in. of the body 
soon after birth. Dip the navel 
stub into a solution of iodine. 
This protects against 
navel 
infections. 


(5) Clip “ needle teeth” to 
prevent cuts on the sow’s udder 
or injury to pigs’ noses when 
they fight. 
Cut the tip of the 
tooth off with a pair of sharp 
side-cutter pliers. 
Be care­ 
ful not to crush the teeth, in­ 
jure the gum, or leave jagged 
edges or you may do more harm 
than good. 


(6) Earnotch pigs by 24 to 
36 hours after birth. 
Obtain 
MU C ircular 
734 
and 
MU 
Bulletin 775 for earnotching 
system s. In com m ercial herds, 
at least earnotch large litters 
that show prom ise as a source 
of replacem ent gilts. 


(7) Prevent nutritional anemia 
in pigs kept on wood or con­ 
crete floors for 2 weeks after 
farrowing. Pigs need a source 
of iron to prevent anemia until 
they are eating a sufficient 
amount of creep feed. 
The 
skin of anemic 
pigs is often 
wrinkled and the hair is rough. 
The skin, ea rs, and inside of 
mouth become pale, and the pig 
often develops the “ thumps,” 
which is sim ilar to a heart­ 
beat in the stom ach. 
Anemia 
can be prevented by: 
a. Injecting an iron-dextran 
compound at 1 to 3 days of 
age to supply 100 to 150 mg. 
of iron per pig. 
Providing 
soil In addition from 
clean 
ground will elim inate the need 
for a second injection. 
b. Placing w orm -free soil in 
the pen. 
c. Swabbing the sow’s udder 
each day with an iron sulfate 
solution. 
Mix by dissolving 1 
lbs. of iron sulfate In 3 qts. 
of water. 
d. Giving iron pills to pigs at 
regular intervals. 


(8). 
C astrate boar pigs by 
the time they are 2 weeks of 
age. 
They are easier 
to 
castrate at this age and the 
wound heals faster. Pigs should 


be castrated a week o r more 
before they are weaned. Cas­ 
trate at least 2 weeks before 
vaccinating the pigs for cholera. 
Make the incision low to give 
good drainage and faster heal­ 
ing. 
(9) Provide clean, fresh drink­ 
ing water for the pigs and sow. 
CREEP FEEDING 
Pigs need feed in addition to 
sow’s milk to make maximum 
gains through weaning. 
Give 
pigs a creep ration when they 
are about a week old. A creep 
ration should be a high-quality, 
complete mixed feed that is 
eaten 
readily. 
Good creep 
rations 
can 
be purchase d, 
o r mixed with a mechanical 
m ixer. 
MOVING THE SOW 
AND LITTER 
Sows and litters that go to 
pasture should be put on ground 
that has been free of hogs for 
1 to 2 years. 
Do not drive 
them to pasture over soil con­ 
tam inated by other hogs. Limit 
the pasture group to six sows 
with litters that are within 2 
weeks of the same age unless 
large acreage is available. 
AGE TO WEAN 
Weaning pigs at 5 to 8 weeks 
is practical for most producers. 
Weaning at 3 to 4 weeks may 
be desired in certain confine­ 
ment rearing situations. 
To 
wean pigs under 5 weeks re ­ 
quires 
more 
skill, 
special 
rations, and warm quarters that 
are dry and free of drafts. If 
these conditions are not met, 
early-w eaned pigs are likely to 
perform poorly.

In 
1930 the average home had 
only 11 electrical appliances. 
Today the average home has 22 
appliances plus

lam ps. The increase is due to

housewares. 
The appliances has lessened 
the drudgery and hard work of 
the homemaker. This is true 
only if the appliance was chosen 
that was suitable for the job. 
Many kinds of appliances are 
on 
the m arket 
emphasizing 
dram atic features and they have 
lost their real need features. A 
portable appliance with labor 
saving features, mobility, mul­ 
tiply use and automatic control 
has many desirable features. 
When shopping for equipment 
housewares, plan in advance.

of farm s, 
acreage 
of different 
crops, 
livestock 
inventory, inform a­ 
tion on farm equipment and fa­ 
cilities and on income and pro­ 
duction expenses. 
The first stage, organizing a 
team of local citizens to help 
take the census, 
is already 
underway. Crew lead ers to sup­ 
ervise the census in each Coun­ 
ty 
are 
being 
selected 
and 
trained. They will have the re ­ 
sponsibility of recruiting and 
training enough enum erators to 
count the farm s in each county. 
Each 
enum erator 
will visit 
about 150 farm s during three 
weeks of tem porary employ­ 
ment. 
About November 1, the Census 
Bureau will mail census ques­ 
tionnaires to all farm ers in the 
county. 
Farm operators will 
then have a period of time to 
consult 
their 
records 
and 
answ er the questions on the 
form. 
In the final stage of the cen­ 
sus, enum erators will visit each 
farm to 
collect the question­ 
naires. At the time of this visit, 
enum erators will help farm ers 
complete any questions that may 
have caused them difficulty.

THE 
LONG - DISCUSSED 
Planned parenthood program, 
under the sponsorship and ad­ 
ministration of the Pemiscot 
County Health Center, is now off 
the ground and moving toward 
actual operation. 
A few weeks ago a group of 
county citizens, under the lead­ 
ership of C.W. Reed, m, and 
Jim Ray, both of Hayti, met 
with the board of trustees and 
the administrator of the health 
center, located in Hayti, urging 
that the program be adopted as 
an 
anti-poverty and welfare 
project. Reed presented a peti­ 
tion to the board, signed by more 
than 500 Pemiscot citizens fa­ 
voring the proposal. After a 
discussion in whith a number 
of the 50 people present gave 
their views and opinions, the 
majority urging that the health 
center adopt the program, the 
board voted to do so. 
Later, John S. Duncan, health 
center administrator, 
stated 
that the next step toward inaug­ 
urating the program would be to 
acquire the approval and co­ 
operation of the Pemiscot Coun­ 
ty Medical Society. This ap­ 
proval has been received and 
in addition the society appointed 
a committee of four member 
physicians to work with the 
health center on the program. 
Now, Step No. 2 is being taken 
and that, Duncan said, is to 
train health center personnel in 
conducting the clinics. As a part 
of this phase Duncan said that 
he would take four health center 
nurses to Dyersburg, Tenn., on 
November 
5 
to observe a 
planned parenthood clinic in 
action by the Dyer County health 
center there. The nurses are 
Gertrude Christian, Mary Mar­ 
garet Slentz, Carolyn Davis and 
Margueret Davidson. 
Duncan said that plans call for 
Hie first such clinic to be held 
at the Pemiscot Health Center 
later in November. In the pro­ 
gram birth control information 
will be given to women who 
request it with emphasis on 
giving it to those in the low 
income bracket and those re­ 
ceiving welfare aid. The health 
officer added that, if possible, 
tests for cancer would be in­ 
cluded in the project. Women 
who are interested will be told 
how te use the new birth con­ 
trol 
pills, 
and the rhythm 
method, approved by the Catho­ 
lic Church, will be explained to 
those who ask for it. 
Since the health center is pro­ 
hibited from purchasing medi­ 
cation for use in its public 
health programs, the financing 
of the cost of a constant supply 
of the birth control pills for 
free distribution to women who 
cannot afford to buy them is 
yet to be worked out. 
As far as is known, the Pem­ 
iscot Health Center is the first 
in the state to adopt the planned 
parenthood 
program. Other 
states such as Tennessee, Ar­ 
kansas and Mississippi already 
have it in operation. 
In urging the adoption of the 
program, Reed, a prominent 
farmer of near Hayti, said that 
*«we view it principally as a 
county anti-poverty project to 
coincide with the national pro­ 
gram." He explained that unin­ 
formed low income mothers 
bring children into the world 
that they are unable to support 
properly with the result that 
the children suffer even with 
welfare funds. These children 
then 
become public charges 
under the Aid to Dependent Chil - 
dren and many of them, without 
fUnds for adequate education and 
training, make up the largest 
segment of the nation’s army 
of unemployed. 


ANOTHER LIFE HAS BEEN 
TAKEN in the Bootheel in a 
collision of a motor vehicle and 
a railroad train at a grade 
crossing. The fatal accident 


at this particular crossing in 
north Pemiscot County, in re ­ 
cent years. This crossing is 
identified only by a badly weath­ 
er faded conventional crossarm 
sign. 
No crossing protective system 
will work 100 percent in pre­ 
venting accidents, but, as stated 
in this space before, my opinion 
as well as that of many other 
people is that the electric 
flasher type signal is one of the 
most successful in warning mo­ 
torists of locomotives or trains 
approaching a 
crossing. A 
number of drivers have told me 
that when they see such a signal 
flashing they know that they had 
better slow down and proceed 
toward the crossing with caution 
when they might not with only 
the conventional crossarm sign 
to warn them. 
We urge that all road-rail 
crossings in the Bootheel be 
protected with the flasher type 
signals. That is about as far as 
protective devices can go, and 
the number of fatal accidents 
at the crossings should be cut 
to a minimum. 


DURING THESE EXTENDED 
dry periods in the Bootheel 
there is something that I (and 
probably a lot of other res­ 
idents) have been overlooking. 
That is putting out water for the 
bird population. The birds have 
to drink too, you know. I was 
reminded of this by my next door 
neighbor, a widow age 83. She 
has a hydrant in her front yard 
where 
she uses a pan for 
watering the birds. She says 
that if she forgets to fill the 
pan the birds, especially the 
robins residing on her place, 
remind her of it by fluttering 
against a screened window to 
attract her attention. She then 
goes out and fills the pan after 
which the birds flock in to 
drink, leaving 
her

screens alone—that is until the 
next time she forgets to fill 
the pan for them.

SELECTING HOGS FOR 
BACKFAT THICKNESS — A 
GUIDE TO SWINE 
IMPROVEMENT 
Probing hogs for backfat thick - 
ness is a very effective practice 
to use in the selection of breed­ 
ing stock as a means of im­ 
proving the swine herd. This 
was shown by results of re­ 
search work conducted at the 
University of Missouri on the 
selection of boars and gilts on 
the basis of backfat thickness. 
Litters from sows of an inbred 
Poland China line and four un- 


related boars 
were used to 
establish the foundation stock, 
and two lines spring and foil 
lines were established. Back­ 
fat thickness was measured by 
the use of the backfat probe. In 
the spring line, backfat thick­ 
ness was reduced . 14 inch and 
.20 inch in boars and gilts re­ 
spectively, and in the fall line, 
it was reduced .19 inch in boars 
and gilts respectively. These 
results were those obtained in 
fourth generation animals as 
compared to foundation stock, 
and they were obtained with no 
bad effects in other important 
characteristics. 
When it is realized that back­ 
fat thickness is a trait that is 
46 percent heritable in hogs, 
we can readily see just how 
important it is that we know 
something 
about the backfat 
thickness of our breeding stock. 
It is tremendously important 
that purebred hog breeders 
make full use of this practice 
since the backfat thickness of 
the breeding stock determines 
to a great extent the amount 
of backfat on their offsprings. 
It is also important that com­ 
mercial hog producers use it 
because the amount of fat on 
their hogs has a bearing on the 
price that they will sell their 
hogs for. 
I heard some people question 
the feasibility of taking the 
trouble to produce meat type 
hogs because they say there is 
not enough difference between 
the price of meat type hogs and 
other hogs. I would agree that 
there is not enough difference 
in price; however, there are 
three 
considerations that I 
would like to point out along 
this line. First, there is some 
price differential between No. 
1 and No. 2 hogs for example. 
Second, replacement boars and 
gilts selected for use in the 
herd will determine to a great 
extent the amount of fat on a 
large number of hogs and how 
they sell. Third, by producing 
meat type hogs, farmers are 
protecting the future of the 
pork industry. Today’s house­ 
wife demands lean pork, and if 
we do not supply the kind she 
wants, she will purchase some 
other kind of meat. If we pro­ 
duce the kind she wants she 
will go ahead and buy pork and 
might even increase the amount 
of pork that she and her fam­ 
ily consumes.

This will allow farm­ 
ers a period of time to con­ 
sult their 1964 business rec­ 
ords in order to answer ques­ 
tions on the forms before cen­ 
sus enumerators begin calling 
on the farmers to collect the 
forms. Best estimates for the 
year will be sufficient to an­ 
swer questions in cases where 
complete records tor the year 
are not available, according 
to the county agent. 
The visits by enumerators will 
start on November 16 in this 
county, according to the county 
agent. 
Enumerators will call on every 
farmer in the district under 
his or her supervision, 
the 
county agent explained. At the 
time of the call, the enumera­ 
tor will help the farmer com­ 
plete answers to any questions 
in the form that the farmer 
was unable to answer and will 
review the form to see that 


it is completely filled out. 
By mailing the forms ahead of 
the 
visits, officials 
of the 
Bureau of the Census, an agency 
of the U. S. Department of Com­ 
merce, hope to save both time 
and effort. 
The Census of Agriculture is 
taken every five years in the 
years ending in “ 4” and ‘*9*’ 
to gather needed, up-to-date 
information onU. S. Agriculture 
resources and production. Such 
information is vital in making 
decisions affecting many seg­ 
ments of the U. S. economy. 
Data gathered include the num­

And, just 
as it did 30 years ago, it is 
arousing the 
excitement of 
young and old, since anyone can 
produce live music with pro­ 
fessional flare and assurance 
on the pianola. 
But this very ease and ex­ 
cellence Is disturbing to cer­ 
tain of the piano teachers of 
today, just as it distressed their 
predecessors of the twenties.

The player, he says, will never 
replace the music teacher, but 
it dram atizes three points that 
are difficult for the teacher to 
Impress on young students - the 
“ relationship between key and 
pitch” , visual sense of “ play­ 
ing across the entire keyboard*’ 
and an understanding of “ the 
musical phrases that make up 
a composition*’. 
But 
there is 
one important 
point Mr. Gould fails to men­ 
tion: The youngsters had better 
have their innings with the new 
piano before Daddy gets home. 
Then it’s going to be his turn 
and 
Mother’s and Grandma’s 
and Grandpa’s to act like kids 
and relive the dreams that ac­ 
tually “ making*’ music can con­ 
jure up. 
“ For,” as the

GOVERNMENT SAVINGS ARE 
POSSIBLE 
Would it not be wonderful if 
all the ingenuity and effort that 
are brought to bear in concoc­ 
ting new schemes for spending 
American taxpayers’ m oney 
were used, instead, to develop 
ways and means of saving much 
of that money? The r e s u l t s 
would Include a balanced federal 
budget year after year, a dwind­ 
ling national debt, a sound dol­ 
lar, and lower taxes. 
The 
idea that government 
spending must never go down, 
must always go up, is firmly 
implanted in the minds of many 
people. But spending can be re­ 
duced. Let us examine s o m e 


possibilities: 
1. The cost of farm support 
subsidies amount to approxi­ 
mately a hundred dollars a year 
for every family in America. In 
addition, they increase food and 
clothing costs. It may surprise 
you to learn that farm supports 
aid only about one-fourth of 
farm production. Because of the 
artificially 
stimulated 
over­ 
production, the supported com­ 
modities are those in trouble. 
Non-supported farm products 
are doing very well. 
If the subsidies were stopped, 
the saving would make it possi­ 
ble for your family’s income tax 
to be reduced by at least twenty 
dollars a year—assuming you 
are in the very lowest tax 
bracket. 
The real farm er of this coun­ 
try would like to get government 
out of his hair, his bam, his 
books, and his fields, and send 
it back to Washington where it 
belongs, for they realize that 
they just can’t afford something 
for nothing. It costs too much! 
2. The cost of the foreign aid 
program amounts to another one 
hundred dollars per family. And 
a big push Is being made by the 
giveaway advocates to spend 
even more for this purpose. 
What is the necessity for for­ 
eign aid? To help the under­ 
developed countries get started, 
we are told. But that is not the 
a n s w e r . Japan, a primitive 
country a century ago, became 
in a short time one of the world’s 
most powerful nations--without 
foreign aid handouts from other 
governments. 
Our own United States—once 
an underdeveloped c o u n t r y — 
neither sought nor received for­ 
eign aid. During the nineteenth 
century, America obtained for­ 
eign capital -- which Is some­ 
thing quite different from for­ 
eign aid—by providing a politi­ 
cal climate attractive to pri­ 
vate investment. Private funds 
have always gone to under-de­ 
veloped countries if a return 
commensurate with the risk 
were allowed. 
This should not be construed 
to mean that we are unconcerned 
about the hunger, disease, and 
misery of the under-developed 
nations of the world. On the 
contrary, if we are to help these 
less fortunate nations out of 
their present undesirable c ir­ 
cumstances, then America must 
be kept strong, morally and 
economically. 
3. Reducing the civilian pay­ 
roll of the federal government 
just ten per cent would result 
in an annual savings of one and 
one-third billion dollars. Such 
a reduction would almost cer­ 
tainly result In a more efficient 
operation, for at present thou­ 
sands of federal employees are 
busy at “ made work” t h a t 
doesn’t need to be done at all. 
Here is what happens in many 
cases. If a lazy or incompetent 
employee is fired, he may de­ 
mand a Civil Service hearing, 
and then if he chooses he can 
accuse his supervisor of “ dis­ 
crimination.” To avoid this, the 
supervisor simply asks for an 
additional employee and shifts 
the lazy or incompetent one to 
a job where he can do as little 
harm as possible. 
Nearly any bureau of the fed­ 
eral government would be more 
efficient If its personnel could 
be reduced by ten to twenty per 
cent. And the savings in tax 
funds would be substantial. 
There is no point In saying, 
“ It can't be done,” when sug­ 
gestions are made to stop the 
upward spiral of government 
spending. These are some spe­ 
cific ways in which it can be 
done. There are many others. 
It would be well for you to In­ 
vestigate the whole subject for 
yourself and learn all you can 
about it. If you don’t like the 
way your money is being spent, 
then say so! You are a free 
American.

$1,000 
from 
the right-wing 
Americans 
for constitutional 
action. 
Kluckhohn was dropped by the 
New York Times after a check­ 
ered career in Mexico and Ar­ 
gentina, more recently has been 
a hate crusader for Rev. Billy 
Hargis’s 
Christian crusade. 
Crime and morality—the chief 
GOP expounder of morality and 
denouncer of crime in throw­ 
ing stones from a glass house. 
His home, Phoenix, has the 
fourth highest crime rate in 
the nation, and Barry” spent 
some years as a member of the 
city council. Crime prevention 
is the responsibility oi cities 
—not the Federal government. 


Washington can intervene only 
where interstate crime is in­ 
volved. 
On Feb- 5, 1954, a Chinese 
citi .en of Arizona, George K. 
Jue, was convicted of bribing

boom, 
then ad­ 
mitted he was a confidential 
campaign adviser.

“ How Polluted is the 
Air Around Us?” by Wolfgang 
Langewlesche in the September 
issue of the magazine, the fly­ 
over and the press conference 
that followed sought to under­ 
score for all Americans

national problem in which we 
are spending $500 million 
a 
year at most to check $11 bil­ 
lion a year in damage and a 
growing health hazard. 
New York 
City, 
as 
Com­ 
missioner Arthur J. Benline of 
the Department of Air Pollu­ 
tion Control pointed out, has 
the second-largest department 
in the nation with a budget of 
$800,000, 
while Los Angeles 
leads 
with five 
times 
the 
expenditure. 
In New York the 
per capita cost is ten cents; 
in Los Angeles, about 43 cents; 
in the San Francisco Bay area, 
23 cents. 
Private Industry, it 
was noted, is spending at the 
ratio 
of 
four-to-one 
over 
municipal governments to con­ 
trol air pollution, and the Fed­ 
eral Government is among the 
most lax. 
Of the 212 US cities 
of more than 50,000, less than 
half have undertaken air pollu­ 
tion programs. 
Senator Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine, chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Air and Water 
Pollution and a guest on the 
fly-over, briefed the press on 
pending legislation - already 
passed by the House - to pro­ 
vide Federal assistance in re­ 
search, grants for agencies at 
state and local levels and “ the 
beginnings of an enforcement 
program.” 
“ Air 
pollution,” 
as 
Mr. 
Langewlesche wrote, “ is the 
shadow-side of prosperity and 
progress; 
more power used; 
more cars, and even the poor 
keep warm . . . Everywhere 
the lungs of city dwellers, which 
should be pink inside, are black 
with dirt.” 
But the air tour that revealed 
the vastness of the problem, 
also 
disclosed that practical 
steps are being taken to con­ 
trol, if not to solve it com­ 
pletely. And more, much more 
will be done as countless others 
take to the air - to see what’s 
in 
it 
over 
their own com­ 
munities.

Goldwater Policy on Labor - 
Management Wars Would Be 
Strict Neutrality 


New York: - This city is no 
stranger to Barry Goldwater. 
Paths through the “ rag” and 
“ asphalt” jungles of the big 
town are no mystery lanes to 
him. 
For years he came to this 
vast emporium as 
merchant 
and there are those who can 
vouch he is on first name stand­ 
ing with many of its dramatis 
personae including the labor 
leaders who count — and who 
now want to help President John­ 
son take the state from him by 
two million, even three million 
votes. 
Yet, candidate Goldwater in­ 
vaded the biggest labor town of 
all and did not lash out at 
the union leaders. H an , as in 
hundreds of other speeches, he 
ignored them. Only once in his 
Monday night Madison Square 
Garden speech did he casually 
mention labor, though it has 
mounted its most massive of­ 
fensive in history against him. 
R is his policy to stand aloof 
from labor’s leadership. If the 
odds are wrong and he is elected 
president of the U.S., Barry 
Goldwater would continue to re­ 
main aloof from them. 
Should he become President, 
who then would be his account 
executive in charge of dealing 
with labor’s leadership - mean­ 
ing who would be secretary of 
labor? Mr. Goldwater would not 
follow the precedent set by 
Dwight 
D, 
Eisenhower, who 
named the plumbers’ leader, 
the late Martin Durkin, to the 
post in an effort to conciliate 
labor. Nor would the Arizonan 
name an intimate of the labor 
men such as the late 
J i m 
Mitchell, who succeeded Dur­ 
kin after the latter resigned 
with a blast at the Republican 
administration. 
In those circles where such 
matters are being discussed the 
prediction falls on a Washing­ 
ton lawyer, Edward McCabe, 
who, as assistant White House 
counsel under President Eisen­ 
hower, was Ike’s inner circle 
labor specialist for years. 
Mr. McCabe, a close friend 
of Senator Goldwater, is now 
Research Director for the Re­ 
publican National Committee. R 
was McCabe who, during the 
day to day talks with President 
Eisenhower, developed that ad­ 
ministration’s 
policy of neu­ 
trality in labor matters. 
The Eisenhower-McCabe for­ 
mula was to stay out of the knock 
down labor-management strug­ 
gles. They believed in collec­ 
tive bargaining unfettered by 
White House intervention-even 
during the 116-day steel strike 
back in 1959. 
However, 
J i m 
Mitchell 
vhltt vid *.vay a*. me* 
neutrality polity so eft actively 


that the AFL-CIO threw him a 
testimonial banquet at the Stat- 
ler during the final days, and 
in the presence of the Presi­ 
dent, labor leader after labor 
leader 
arose 
to 
proclaim 
Mitchell one of the greatest 
labor secretaries in history. 
Under a Goldwater regime 
there would be no whittling 
away of neutrality in labor • 
management affairs. 
'Dierein 
lies the significance of t h e 
probable naming of Ed McCabe 
in the event of a Republican vic­ 
tory. 
There are those in the Re­ 
publican 
camp, however, who 
talk of naming Senator Mar­ 
garet Chase Smith of Maine as 
Labor Secretary. 
This would 
be a gesture in the direction of 
the ladies. 
But the thought inside the 
Goldwater group is to offer her 
the Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Dept. This would be a bow 
to the distaff side and she 
could work closely with the 
Labor Dept, on many joint ven­ 
tures. 
And the attorney generalship, 
would go to the man who has 
been closest to Senator Gold­ 
water, Denison Kitchell, who 
has been 
Boswelled too fre­ 
quently for 
further introduc­ 
tion here. 
As for the speculation on the 
Democratic 
side, the insiders 
have it that the erudite Sec­ 
retary of Labor Willard Wirtz 
would be shifted by President 
Johnson to head the Dept, of 
Justice. He is a fine lawyer 
and would undoubtedly like the 
post. 
But the President has not of­ 
fered it to him nor even dis­ 
cussed it with Mr. Wirtz, once 
head of the Adlai Stevenson 
speech 
writing 
team in the 
ancient fifties. 
Thus, the odds are that he 
would stay on in another Demo­ 
cratic administration. 
T h e 
President likes him; the labor 
leaders are fond of him though 
he is a friend and not a “ rela­ 
tive,” as was Arthur Goldberg, 
now in the Supreme Court. 
However, should Mr. Wirtz 
go for some reason, his suc­ 
cessor could be former letter 
carriers* leader and ex-ambas- 
sador William C, Doherty or the 
energetic James Reynolds, now 
assistant secretary of labor 
for labor-management affairs. 
Speculation over the next sec­ 
retary of labor is no mere Cab­ 
inet - guessing 
sport. There 
will be many crises in 1965. 
There may be turbulent strife 
on the railroads. There could 
well be another steel strike. 
What Walter Reuther won from 
the car industry for the auto 
workers, millions of other un­ 
ionists will demand of their 
leaders.

GOVERNMENT SAVINGS ARE 
POSSIBLE 
Would it not be wonderful if 
all the ingenuity and effort that 
are brought to bear in concoc­ 
ting new schem es for spending 
American taxpayers’ m o n e y 
were used, instead, to develop 
ways and means of saving much 
of that money? The r e s u l t s 
would include a balanced federal 
budget year after year, a dwind­ 
ling national debt, a sound dol­ 
la r, and lower taxes. 
The 
i d e a that government 
spending must never go down, 
must always go up, is firm ly 
implanted in the minds of many 
people. But spending can be re ­ 
duced. Let us examine s o m e 


possibilities: 
I. The cost of farm support 
subsidies amount to approxi­ 
mately a hundred dollars a year 
for every family in A m erica.In 
addition, they increase food and 
clothing costs. It may surprise 
you to learn that farm supports 
aid only about one-fourth of 
farm production. Because of the 
artificially 
stim ulated 
over­ 
production, the supported com­ 
modities are those in trouble. 
Non-supported farm products 
are doing very well. 
If the subsidies were stopped, 
the saving would make it possi­ 
ble for your family’s income tax 
to be reduced by at least twenty 
dollars a y ea r--assum ing you 
are in the very lowest tax 
bracket. 
The real farm er of this coun­ 
try would like to get government 
out of his hair, his bam , his 
books, and his fields, and send 
it back to Washington where it 
belongs, for they realize that 
they just can’t afford something 
for nothing. It costs too much! 
2. The cost of the foreign aid 
program amounts to another one 
hundred dollars per family. And 
a big push is being made by the 
giveaway advocates to spend 
even more for this purpose. 
What is the necessity for for­ 
eign aid? To help the under­ 
developed countries get started, 
we are told. But that is not the 
a n s w e r . Japan, a prim itive 
country a century ago, became 
in a short tim e one of the world’s 
most powerful nations—without 
foreign aid handouts from other 
governments. 
Our own United States—once 
an underdeveloped c o u n t r y — 
neither sought nor received for­ 
eign aid. During the nineteenth 
century, America obtained for­ 
eign capital— which is som e­ 
thing quite different from for­ 
eign aid--by providing a politi­ 
cal clim ate attractive to p ri­ 
vate investment. Private funds 
have always gone to u n d e rd e ­ 
veloped countries if a return 
com m ensurate with the risk 
were allowed. 
This should not be construed 
to mean that we are unconcerned 
about the hunger, disease, and 
m isery of the under-developed 
nations of the world. On the 
contrary, if we are to help these 
less fortunate nations out of 
their present undesirable c ir­ 
cum stances, then America must 
be kept strong, m orally and 
economically. 
3. Reducing the civilian pay­ 
roll of the federal government 
just ten per cent would result 
in an annual savings of one and 
one-third billion dollars. Such 
a reduction would alm ost c e r­ 
tainly result in a more efficient 
operation, for at present thou­ 
sands of federal employees are 
busy at "m ade work” t h a t 
doesn’t need to be done at all. 
Here is what happens in many 
cases. If a lazy or incompetent 
employee is fired, he may de­ 
mand a Civil Service hearing, 
and then if he chooses he can 
accuse his supervisor of " d is ­ 
crim ination." To avoid this, the 
supervisor simply asks for an 
additional employee and shifts 
the lazy or incompetent one to 
a job where he can do as little 
harm as possible. 
Nearly any bureau of the fed­ 
eral government would be more 
efficient if its personnel could 
be reduced by ten to twenty per 
cent. And the savings in tax 
funds would be substantial. 
There is no point in saying, 
" It can’t be done,” when sug­ 
gestions are made to stop the 
upward spiral of government 
spending. These are some spe­ 
cific ways in which it can be 
done. There are many others. 
It would be well for you to in­ 
vestigate the whole subject for 
yourself and learn all you can 
about it. If you don’t like the 
way your money is being spent, 
then say so! You are a free 
American.

Goldwater Policy on Labor • 
Management W ars Would Be 
Strict Neutrality 


New York: •* This city is no 
stranger to B arry Goldwater. 
Paths through the "ra g ” and 
"asphalt” jungles of the big 
town a re no mystery lanes to 
him . 
For years he came to this 
vast emporium as 1 m erchant 
and there are those who can 
vouch he is on first name stand­ 
ing with many of its dram atis 
personae including the labor 
leaders who count — and who 
now want to help President John­ 
son take the state from him by 
two million, even three million 
votes. 
Yet, candidate Goldwater in­ 
vaded the biggest labor town of 
all and did not lash out at 
the union leaders. Hic i, as in 
hundreds of other speeches, he 
ignored them.

The care of pigs from farrow­ 
ing to weaning can mean the 
difference between profit and 
loss. This is the m ost critical 
time in the life of any pig. 
Weaning 
large 
litters 
of 
thrifty, heavyweight pigs is a 
key factor for a profitable swine 
herd. 
A large percentage of 
the death loss in baby pigs 
occurs during the first week 
after farrowing. 
(1) Help weak or chilled pigs 
to nurse. 
Pigs should receive 
colostrum milk soon 
after 
birth. 
They 
receive some 
immunity from their mother, 
through antibodies in the milk. 
The pig’s ability to absorb anti­ 
bodies from colostrum milk de­ 
creases rapidly after birth; thus 
it is important for pigs to nurse 
(2) Provide 
heat 
lamps or 
other 
supplemental 
heat for 
baby pigs 
when temperature 
drops 
below 
65 
degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Use a 250-watt 
heat lamp over the protected 
area for the pigs. Suspend the 
heat lamp 24 in. above the bed­ 
ding and follow other rules for 
safe use of heat lamps. 
(3) When sows farrow within 
48 hours of each other, pigs 
can be changed to even up 
litters and to provide for orphan 
pigs. However, the pigs should 
be allowed to nurse, and runt 
pigs should be destroyed lie fore 
extra pigs in a litter are trans­ 
ferred to another sow. Attempts 
to transfer pigs to a sow that 
has farrowed more than 3 or 
4 days beforehand are seldom 
successful, since teats that are 
not nursed dry up. 
Masking 
the body odor of the pigs by 
spraying 
the 
litter and the 
transferred pigs with a dis­ 
infectant 
may 
be helpful 
in 
changing older pigs. 
(4) Clip the navel cord to 
within 1 to 2 in. of the body 
soon after birth. Dip the navel 
stub into a solution of iodine. 
This protects against 
navel 
infections. 


(5) Clip “ needle teeth” to 
prevent cuts on the sow’s udder 
or injury to pigs’ noses when 
they fight. 
Cut the tip of the 
tooth off with a pair of sharp 
side-cutter pliers. 
Be care­ 
ful not to crush the teeth, in­ 
jure the gum, or leave jagged 
edges or you may do more harm 
than good. 
(6) Earnotch pigs by 24 to 
36 hours after birth. 
Obtain 
MU Circular 
734 
and 
MU 
Bulletin 775 for earnotching 
systems. In commercial herds, 
at least earnotch large litters 
that show promise as a source 
of replacement gilts. 
(7) Prevent nutritional anemia 
in pigs kept on wood or con­ 
crete floors for 2 weeks after 
farrowing. Pigs need a source 
of iron to prevent anemia until 
they are eating a sufficient 
amount of creep feed. 
The 
skin of anemic 
pigs is often 
wrinkled and the hair is rough. 
The skin, ears, and inside of 
mouth become pale, and the pig 
often develops the “ thumps,” 
which is sim ilar to a heart­ 
beat in the stomach. 
Anemia 
can be prevented by: 
a. Injecting an iron-dextran 
compound at 1 to 3 days of 
age to supply 100 to 150 mg. 
of iron per pig. 
Providing 
soil In addition from 
clean 
ground will eliminate the need 
for a second injection. 
b. Placing worm-free soil in 
the pen. 
c. Swabbing the sow’s udder 
each day with an iron sulfate 
solution. 
Mix by dissolving 1 
lbs. of iron sulfate In 3 qts. 
of water. 
d. Giving iron pills to pigs at 
regular intervals. 
(8). Castrate boar pigs by 
the time they are 2 weeks of 
age. 
They are easier 
to 
castrate at this age and the 
wound heals faster. Pigs should 


be castrated a week or more 
before they are weaned. Cas­ 
trate at least 2 weeks before 
vaccinating the pigs for cholera. 
Make the incision low to give 
good drainage and faster heal­ 
ing. 
(9) Provide clean, fresh drink­ 
ing water for the pigs and sow. 
CREEP FEEDING 
Pigs need feed in addition to 
sow’s milk to make maximum 
gains through weaning. 
Give 
pigs a creep ration when they 
are about a week old. A creep 
ration should be a high-quality, 
complete mixed feed that Is 
eaten 
readily. 
Good creep 
rations 
can 
be purchased, 
or mixed with a mechanical 
mixer. 
MOVING THE SOW 
AND LITTER 
Sows and litters that go to 
pasture should be put on ground 
that has been free of hogs for 
1 to 2 years. 
Do not drive 
them to pasture over soil con­ 
taminated by other hogs. Limit 
the pasture group to six sows 
with litters that are within 2 
weeks of the same age unless 
large acreage is available. 
AGE TO WEAN 
Weaning pigs at 5 to 8 weeks 
is practical for most producers. 
Weaning at 3 to 4 weeks may 
be desired in certain confine­ 
ment rearing situations. 
To 
wean pigs under 5 weeks re­ 
quires 
more 
skill, 
special 
rations, and warm quarters that 
are dry and free of drafts. If 
these conditions are not met, 
early-weaned pigs are likely to 
perform poorly.

FEATURES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


THE 
LONG - DISCUSSED 
Planned parenthood 
program, 
under the sponsorship and ad­ 
ministration of the Pemiscot 
County Health Center, is now off 
the ground and moving toward 
actual operation. 
A few weeks ago a group of 
county citizens, under the lead­ 
ership of C.W. Reed, HI, and 
Jim Ray, both of Hayti, met 
with the board of trustees and 
the administrator of the health 
center, located in Hayti, urging 
that the program be adopted as 
an 
anti-poverty 
and welfare 
project. Reed presented a peti­ 
tion to the hoard, signed by more 
than 500 Pemiscot citizens fa­ 
voring the proposal. After a 
discussion in whith a number 
of the 50 people present gave 
their views and opinions, the 
majority urging that the health 
center adopt the program, the 
board voted to do so. 
Later, John S. Duncan, health 
center administrator, 
stated 
that the next step toward inaug­ 
urating the program would be to 
acquire the approval and co­ 
operation of the Pemiscot Coun­ 
ty Medical Society. This ap­ 
proval has been received and 
in addition the society appointed 
a committee of four member 
physicians to work with the 
health center on the program. 
Now, Step No. 2 is being taken 
and that, Duncan said, is to 
train health center personnel in 
conducting the clinics. As a part 
of this phase Duncan said that 
he would take four health center 
nurses to Dyersburg, Tenn., on 
November 
5 
to observe 
a 
planned parenthood clinic in 
action by the Dyer County health 
center there. The nurses are 
Gertrude Christian, Mary Mar­ 
garet Slentz, Carolyn Davis and 
Margueret Davidson. 
Duncan said that plans call for 
toe first such clinic to be held 
at the Pemiscot Health Center 
later in November. In the pro­ 
gram birth control information 
will be given to women who 
request it with emphasis on 
giving it to those in the low 
income bracket and those re ­ 
ceiving welfare aid. The health 
officer added that, if possible, 
tests for cancer would be in­ 
cluded in the project. Women 
who are interested will be told 
how te use the new birth con­ 
trol 
pills, 
and 
the rhythm 
method, approved by the Catho­ 
lic Church, will be explained to 
those who ask for it. 
Since the health center is pro­ 
hibited from purchasing medi­ 
cation for use in its public 
health programs, the financing 
of the cost of a constant supply 
of the birth control pills for 
free distribution to women who 
cannot afford to buy them is 
yet to be worked out. 
As far as is known, the Pem­ 
iscot Health Center is toe first 
in the state to adopt the planned 
parenthood 
program. Other 
states such as Tennessee, Ar­ 
kansas and Mississippi already 
have it in operation. 
In urging the adoption of the 
program, Reed, a prominent 
farmer of near Hayti, said that 
“ we view it principally as a

Column 
SELECTING HOGS FOR 
BACKFAT THICKNESS — A 
GUIDE TO SWINE 
IMPROVEMENT 


Probing hogs for back fat thick - 
ness is a very effective practice 
to use in the selection of breed­ 
ing stock as a means of im ­ 
proving the swine herd. This 
was shown by results of re ­ 
search work conducted at toe 
University of Missouri on the 
selection of boars and gilts on 
the basis of backfat thickness. 
Litters from sows of an inbred 
Poland China line and four un­ 


related boars 
were used to 
establish the foundation stock, 
and two lines spring and hill 
lines were established. Back­ 
fat thickness was measured by 
the use of the backfat probe. In 
the spring line, backfat thick­ 
ness was reduced . 14 inch and 
.20 inch in boars and gilts re ­ 
spectively, and in the fall line, 
it was reduced .19 inch in boars 
and gilts respectively. These 
results were those obtained in 
fourth generation animals as 
compared to foundation stock, 
and they were obtained with no 
bad effects in other Important 
characteristics. 
When it is realized that back­ 
fat thickness is a trait that is 
46 percent heritable in hogs, 
we can readily see just how 
important it is that we know 
something 
about 
the backfat 
thickness of our breeding stock. 
It is tremendously Important 
that 
purebred 
hog breeders 
make full use of this practice 
since the backfat thickness of 
the breeding stock determines 
to a great extent the amount 
of backfat on their offsprings. 
It is also important that com­ 
mercial hog producers use it 
because the amount of fat on 
their hogs has a bearing on the 
price that they will sell their 
hogs for. 
I heard some people question 
the feasibility of taking the 
trouble to produce meat type 
hogs because they say there is 
not enough difference between 
the price of meat type hogs and 
other hogs. I would agree that 
there is not enough difference 
in price; however, there are 
three 
considerations 
that 
I 
would like to point out along 
this line. First, there is some 
price differential between No. 
1 and No. 2 hogs for example. 
Second, replacement boars and 
gilts selected for use in the 
herd will determine to a great 
extent the amount of fat on a 
large number of hogs and how 
they sell. Third, by producing 
meat type hogs, farm ers are 
protecting the future of the 
pork industry. Today's house­ 
wife demands lean pork, and if 
we do not supply toe kind she 
wants, she will purchase some 
other kind of meat. If we pro­ 
duce the kind she wants she 
will go ahead and buy pork and 
might even increase the a mount 
of pork that she and her fam­ 
ily consumes.

under the sponsorship and ad­ 
m inistration of the Pem iscot 
County Health C enter, is now off 
the ground and moving tow ard 
actual operation. 
A few weeks ago a group of 
county citizens, under the le ad ­ 
ersh ip of C.W. Reed, IU, and 
Jim Ray, loth of Hayti, met 
with the Ixia rd of tru ste e s and 
the ad m in istrato r of the health 
center, located in Hayti, urging 
that the program he adopted as 
an 
anti-poverty 
and w elfare 
project. Reed presented a p e ti­ 
tion ta the Inward, signed by m ore 
than 500 Pem iscot citizens fa ­ 
voring 
the proposal. A fter a 
discussion in which a num ber 
of the *>0 fieople present gave 
th eir views and opinions, the 
m ajority urging that the health 
center adopt the program , the 
l>oard voted to do so. 
L a te r, John S. Duncan, health 
center 
ad m in istrato r, 
stated 
that the next step toward inaug­ 
urating the program would be to 
acquire the approval and co­ 
operation of the Pem iscot Coun­ 
ty M edical Society. Tills a p ­ 
proval has been received and 
in addition the society apjointed 
a com m ittee of four m em ber 
physicians to work 
with the 
health center on the program . 
Now, Step No. 2 is being taken 
and 
that, Duncan said, is to 
tra in health cen ter personnel in 
conducting the clinics. A sa part 
o f th is phase Duncan said that 
he would take four health center 
n u rse s to D yersburg, Tenn., on 
N ovem ber 
5 
to observe 
a 
planned parenthood clinic 
in 
action by the D yer County health 
c en te r there. The nurses a re 
G ertrude C hristian, M ary M ar­ 
g aret Slentz, Carolyn Davis and 
M argueret Davidson. 
Duncan said that plans call for 
the first such clinic to be held 
at the P em iscot Health C enter 
la te r in Novem!>er. In the p ro ­ 
gram birth control inform ation 
will 
be given to women who 
req u est 
it with em phasis on 
giving it to those in the low 
incom e bracket and those r e ­ 
ceiving w elfare aid. The health 
o fficer added that, lf possible, 
tests for cancer would be in­ 
cluded in the project. Women 
who a re in terested will be told 
how to use the new b irth con­ 
trol 
pills, 
and 
the rhythm 
m ethod, approved by the C atho­ 
lic C hurch, will be explained to 
those who ask for it. 
Since the health center is p ro ­ 
hibited from purchasing m ed i­ 
cation 
for use 
in its public 
health pro g ram s, the financing 
of the cost of a constant supply 
of the b irth control p ills for 
free d istribution to women who 
cannot afford to buy them is 
yet to be worked out. 
As fa r as is known, the P em ­ 
isco t H ealth C enter is the first 
in the state to adopt the planned 
parenthood 
program . 
O ther 
sta tes such as T ennessee, A r­ 
kansas and M ississippi already 
have it in operation. 
In urging the adoption of the 
program , 
Reed, 
a prom inent 
farm er of n ear Hayti, said that 
" w e view it principally as a 
county anti-poverty project to 
coincide with the national p ro ­ 
gram .M He explained that unin­ 
form ed low incom e 
m others 
bring children into the w orld 
that they are unable to support 
properly with the resu lt that 
the children suffer even with 
w elfare funds. These children 
then 
becom e 
public charges 
under the Aid to Dependent C hil­ 
dren and many of them , without 
hinds for adequate education and 
training, make up the larg e st 
segm ent of the nation’s a rm y . 
of unemployed. 


ANOTHER LIFE HAS BEEN 
TAKEN in the Bootheel in a

crossing. 
The fatal accident 


re fe rre d to here is the second 
at this p articu lar c ro ssin g in 
north Pem iscot County, in r e ­ 
cent y ears. T his cro ssin g is 
identified only by a badly w eath­ 
e r faded conventional c ro ssa rm 
sign. 
No crossing protectiv e system 
w ill work IOO p ercen t in p re ­ 
venting accidents, but, as stated 
in this space before, my opinion 
as well as that of many oth er 
people 
is 
that 
the 
e le c tric 
flash er type signal is one of the 
m ost successful in w arning m o­ 
to ris ts of locom otives o r train s 
approaching 
a 
cro ssin g . 
A 
numl>er of d riv ers have told me 
that when they see such a signal 
flashing they know that they had 
b e tte r slow down and proceed 
tow ard the crossing with caution 
when they might not with only 
the conventional c ro ssa rm sign 
to w arn them . 
We 
urge 
that all ro a d -ra il 
c ro ssin g s in the Bootheel be 
protected with the flash er type 
signals. That is about as far as 
protective devices can go, and 
the num ber of fatal accidents 
at the crossings should be cut 
to a minimum. 


DURING THESE EXTENDED 
dry periods in the Bootheel 
th ere is som ething that I (and 
probably a lot 
of 
o th er r e s ­ 
idents) have been overlooking. 
That is putting out w ater for the 
bird population. The b ird s have 
to drink too, you know. I was 
rem inded of this by my next door 
neighbor, a widow age 83. She 
has a hydrant in h er front yard 
w here 
she 
uses

w atering the b ird s. She says 
that if she forgets to fill the 
pan the birds, esp ecially the 
robins residing on h er place, 
rem ind h er of it by fluttering 
against a screened window to 
a ttra c t her attention.

the pan for them .

It is also im portant that com ­ 
m ercial hog p ro d u cers use it 
because the am ount of fat on 
th e ir hogs has a bearing on the 
price that they will sell th e ir 
hogs for, 


I heard som e people question 
the 
feasibility of taking the 
trouble to produce m eat type 
hogs because they say th ere is 
not enough difference between 
the p rice of m eat type hogs and 
o th er hogs. I would ag ree that 
th ere is not enough difference 
in price; how ever, th ere a re 
th ree 
considerations 
that 
I 
would like to point out along 
th is line. F irst, th ere is som e 
p rice d ifferential betw een No. 
I and No. 2 hogs fo r exam ple. 
Second, replacem ent b o ars and 
g ilts selected for use in the 
herd w ill determ ine to a great 
extent the am ount of fat on a 
la rg e num ber of hogs and how 
they se ll. T hird, by producing 
m eat type hogs, fa rm e rs a re 
protecting the 
future of the 
pork Industry. Today’s house­ 
wife dem ands lean pork, and if 
we do not supply the kind she 
w ants, she will p u rch ase som e 
o th er kind of m eat. If we p ro ­ 
duce the kind she w ants she 
will go ahead and buy pork and 
might even in crease the am ount 
of pork that she and h e r fam ­ 
ily consum es.
